I'lie train, which left Chicago at 1C 


nVhiek last night anil was duu here nt 
10:30 this morning, is a through train 
running between Chictigo and San Fran 
cNco. 
it was running 
at a higher 


speed than usual today, being ten or 
til'letMi ininutes behind its schedule. The 
wreck occurred at 
what the railroad 


men call the Kock Creek cut, on a cuwe 
where jumped roe.k walls on cither side 
of the track form bluffs almost a hun- 
dred feet high. 
The engine was going 


so rapidly thnt it passed the loose rail 
in safety. 
The mail car, immediately

The Fresno Bar association held a 


lively meeting last 
night. 
Twenty 


lawyers and several, outsiders turned 
out to listen to the reading of a paper 
by Heorgo Cosgrave on "Taxation Laws 
in California." 
The paper had been 


well written and was well read and 
then the fun followed. 
, Xearly every- 


body present took part in the discus- 
sion; there were some good speeches, 
muny questions and severa? flashes of 
debate. 
Before the close of tlie meet- 


ing, on motion of S. J. Hinds the as- 
sociation endorsed the sewer nnd city 
hall bonds to be voted upon today. 


Cosgrave's paper treated of but one 


phase of tho taxation question, that 
relating to tax titles and sales result- 
ing from delinquency in payments. The 


that the system whereby individual* 
might porciuuc. 'the property of other 
individuals was causing great t&rdehip 
to the owner in m»my cases, and that 
the difficulty might b« obviated by 
making the aiate the sole purchaser,, 
! and giving a greater time for redemp- 


j tion. This was accomplished by 
the 


i amendment of 1895 to aection 3773 of 
j the Political Code, and it -was thought 
that a great improvement 
had been 


made in overcoming the abuse thereto- 
fore existing in the matter of tax sales. 
The idea was most wise, but tlve exper- 
iment itself a lamentable failure. The 
legislature did not foresee that instead 
of releasing the land owner from his 
troubles it was 
plunging 
him into 


troubles tenfold greater. 


Some Inconsistencies. 


At the same time it was provided 


thai if the propsirty was not redeemed 
within five years from the date of the 
sale, the tax collector should make to 
the state a deed. 
This deed by 
the 


provisions of section 3TSS conveys 
to 


the state the absolute tirle to tho prop- 
erty. At tho same time the legislature 
further provided that the original own- 
er should have the right to rerteem at. 
any time prior to the entry and sale of 
the land thus conveyed to the state in 
the manner applicable to other state 
lands of like character. The two pro- 
visions ican not be 
reconciled, for 
a

and made 


several suggestions as to how some of 
the defeats might be remedied. 
In the 


discussion 
that 
followed all of the 


speakers agreed witii Cos^rave that his 
criticisms had been well wade, all ex- 
cept Lewis H. Smith, who spoke in de- 
fense of the present laws. 
Nearly all 


of those who spoke offered suggestions 
of their own ns to how the present tax 
laws might will be amended. Notable 
among the speeches was that by Supe- 
rior Judge George E. Church, who de- 
clared that the association might wres- 
tle with the problem and wrestle with 
it, thnt the laws might be amended and 
amended again, but thnt ns long as the. 
saiiin general system of luxation pre- 
vails the difficulties, the injustices v-'ill 
still remain. 
Frankly, he believed the 


only solution could be the application 
of the theory of single tax as set forth 
by Henry George.

The meeting was held in Department 


No. 2 of the Su]>crior court. 
Presi- 


dent K. C. Freman called to order, in- 
troducing Cosgravo at 8:15. 


In a graceful introduction, Mr. Cos- 


grave. . stated that tho most frequent 
compla'at. of the property. owner 
is 


against tho excessive rate of taxation. 
This question, however, would not be 
ton child upon in the present discussion. 
Neither would taxation bo-treated in 
its broader sense, in any of those in- 
teresting 
subjects 
that the general 


titlo necessarily includes. 
Specifical- 


ly, it would be his purpose 
to deal 


with the tax laws of the stato of Cali- 
fornia as they now exist with reference 
to tax titles and sales. Continuing the 
paper was in part as follows: 


In cases of delinquencies it is 
the 


duty of the municipality to exercise its 
highest power of sovereignty and 
to 


recover the amount of taxes duo by a 
sale of the property assessed. 
.With 


such 
indulgence, 
however, 
are . the 


rights of the property owners regarded 
that it is one of the most firmly estab- 
lished principles of our jurisprudence 
that tho owner shall be given every op- 
portunity to redeem property sold for 
taxes, and so highly is this right^ re- 
garded by the courts that when an ac- 
tual test" has come before them it has 
proved next to impossible to divest the 
title of an individual through tax pro- 
ceedings. 
More 
particularly is this 


tnifl when it is n question of tho rela- 
tive rights of individuals, one of whom 
is endeavoring to profit by purchasing 
from tho state, the property owned by 
tho othor and tho result is generally to 
convince the purchaser 
that 
-he pos- 


sesses good, judgment in inverse propor- 
tion u> greed. 


And liorg it may be observed that 


•this difficulty of enforcing tax titles 
can always bo depended upon to con- 
tinue so long as one citizen endeavors 
to enrii-h himself at the expense of his 
even neighbor. 
If 
the 
controversy 


were between the property owner and 
tho stato the result would be different. 


Tax Laws Before 1895, 
; 


X'ndor the laws 
of California, 
as 


they existed prior to 1S95, the proper- 
ty asainst 
which 
state and county 


taxes were delinquent for any year was 
in July of the year following sold 
at 


publio.'auotion to tho person who would 
take tho least, quantity or the smallest 
portion of the interest in the land and 
p:\y the delinquency. 
It was only in 


oaso there wore no individual bidders 
that tho property 
was 
sold to 
the 


state. After the property was thus sold, 
a vear was given in which" the owner 
might redeem, at the end of which the 
purchaser could secure a deed by com- 
plyinjj with certain sjKvified 
require- 


ments, such as giving notice, etc. 


The title was rarely 
attempted to 


bo asserted by such purchaser against 
the pnarerty owner. Buying property 
at tax sStles, however, was justly re- 
garded as a profitable investment be- 
cause of the penalties, interests, costs, 
and eto.. that must be paid for the pur- 
chaser by the owner before his prop- 
erty eoulVl be freed fro-ni the lien suf- 
fered by the sale and this was in ev- 
erv manner legitimate. Tht owner us- 
ua'lly found it more profitable to rid 
himself of the tax till? iu this manner 
than in any other.

arisen, however, between the land own- 
er anil the purchaser, it was thought

In" making the amendment oC 1895f 
tho legislature diil not take into ac- 
count the disposition of men to neg 
lect their affairs or that the knowl-

They did 
not 
foresee 


that the land owner would ultimately 
deal not with tho state, as was the 
original intention, but with the 
pur-' 


chaser who took the owner entirely un- 
aware. . As a mutter of fact, a large 
majority of the tax collectors' sales to 
individuals under the law of 1897 arc 
for delinquencies of which the.owners 
were entirely ignorant, in many cases 
occurring before they acquired title to 
the land and overlooked at that time, 
or ^perhaps 
for a mortgage 
interest 


where the mortgage had been released 
shortly after the levy. While the law 
seeks to enforce publicity of the sale 
by requiring publication of notice, this 
has been done in a manner best cal- 
culated to prevent 
publicity. 
The 


land owner has had no notice of the 
sale and competitive bidding has been

Defects Serious. 


As tho laws for the collection of de- 


linquent taxes in California, as they 
now exist, arc open 
to many 
objec- 


tions: 


They lull the owner into a false sense 


of security. They allow property to be 
sold by the. tax collector without actual 
notice to ithe 
owner. 
Collections of 


taxes, instead of depending on the rel- 
ative rights of the individual and the 
state, dopind upon the relative rights 
of individuals. 
They contemplate the 


confiscatiok of property without 
duo 


process of law. 
They contemplate 
a 


valid sale of land for a small fraction 
of Its vaJue which is itself an absurd- 
ity. 
' 
t 


Certain-it is in many instances land 


owners have kept valued property in 
fancied security, ignorant that it had 
been conveyed to the state for a delin- 
quency of somei twelve or fifteen years' 
standing, paying taxes regularly and 
believing their title secure. They have 
suddenly been awakened by some enter- 
prising "capitalist who boldly claimed 
the land, but very generously offered 
to compromise his claim for two-thirds 
of the value of the property. 


As to the position of the purchaser 


who thus "seeks to enrich himself 
at 


the expense of the property owner, I 
recall that an honorable judge 
once 


said: "This court will not inquire into 
the conscience of the man whose moral- 
ity will allow him to sleep quietly after 
appropriating to himself 160 acres of 
valuable, land for the pitiful sum of 
$1.4S.' It is sufficient to say that he 
can not challenge any sympathy 
of 


this court." 


The Day of the Speculator. 


Prior to ljS>5, delinquent tax sales 


were a matter of greater publicity than 
they have been since. For one reason 
many purchasers were on hand to bid 
anticipating rich profits from the cost 
of redemption; very few thought that 
they would acquire tijtle to the land. 
TJniler the present system, the theory 
being not to forfeit the land to the 
owner, but to give him a greater time 
to redeem, that provision itself 
is an 


inducement to neglect 
delinquencies. 


The Jnly sales now attract no atten- 
tion. 
Under tlve provision of section 


3397, whan the five years have elapsed 
after the sale to the state and wjien 
the s:ate has acquired a deed to the 
property, the controller may authorize 
the tux collector to sell the property 
"or such part thereof as he deems ad- 
visable" at public sale after giving no- 
tice ty publication. . The publication 
is made to best avoid publicity by pub- 
lishing 
in 
some 
obscure newspaper 


which the interested parties are least 
likt?ly to read. 
As a result the only 


persons present at the sale are the tax 
collector and the bidder. 


In no case thnt I am aware of has a 


title thus acqxiired been before the Su- 
preme court of California. 
Many such 


cases and some from this county are on 
their way there and the judgment of 
the court will be eagerly awaited. 


Remedies Hinted At. 


Difficulty will always 'be experienced 


in the enforcement of titles acquired at 
tax sales when it is a question of one 
individual profiting at the expense of 
another. 
The law abhors a forfeiture 


and will not look kindly upon the claim 
of a speculator- 


There is no reason why the state can- 


not enforce its lien for taxes in the 
same manner that other liens are en- 
forced and under the same rules of law. 
It may very seriously 
be questioned 


whether the practice of the tax collec- 
tor to sell all of the land covered by the 
delinquency is legal. 


Since it is left to his discretion, how- 


ever, it may be that his action is con- 
clusive. 
Section 3887 was amended 


by making it the duty of the tax 
col-' 


lector to mail a copy- of the notice of , 
sale to the party to whom the land was j 
last assessed. 
This is a lame provision, 


for very often it happens that the per- 
son to whom the property was last -'as- 
sessed is not concerned as to the pay- 
ment of the taxes. 


If the state makes a bonafide sale of 


the property to pay delinquent taxes 
it ought to sell it for its market value 
and then only after personal notice to 
the owner. 
So long as the state's 


claim for delinquent taxes are handled 
as a prey for greedy speculators the 
courts will stand ready to protect the 
owners.

G. H. Warloiv said that back in Illin- 


ois taxes were collected about us they 
are here, but there notice of delinquen- 
cy is served upoii the owner. E. S. Van 
Meter cited the case of the R. B. But- 
ler property to show the inconvenience 
arising from notice hot being given the 
owner. The $10,000 piece of property 
was tied tip in litigation on account of 
a paltry $13.

George Car twrigh* spoke briefly, sug- 


gesting that the. law ought at least to 
require notification of -the occupant of 
the land or the posting of a notice on 
the premises. 
The tax collector should 


be required to niaKe affidavit to the ef- 
feet that he does not know xae where- 
abouts i)f the owner. 


J. A. Bums said that every property 


owner who maKes every endeavor to 
pay his taxes should be given every pos- 
sible opportunity to do so before his 
property is sold for delinquency. 


S. J. Hinds made things lively by pro- 


poundine questions. 


Judge^ Church said: 
The remedies 


you have Dinted at, if put into opera- 
tion, might' help some, but none that 
you propose would make anything like 
a perfect system. 
There would still 


be cases ol injustice which could not be 
avoided. 
The crookedness of taxation 


ih this country is something dreadful, 
'tote that with the national government 
$400,000,000 is being raised for war pur- 
poses while less tnan half that much is 
spent for education. 
Would it not be 


better to simplify the whole system?" 


The speaker then referred'to the the- 


orv of Henry George and declares that it 
should be. presented, not as a political 
matter, but as a great economic prin- 
ciple 


that the opening b»*i?, would b« main- 
tained for this year. Th*t he has been 
completely ignored is accepted as a fact 
by most interests htnv" 


On the- same day the Journal of Com- 


merce put. it this way: 


"A good deal of criticism was h*srd 


here yesterday of tile recent assertion 
by Mr. Theo. "Kearney, president of tic 
Rai<yin Growers' Company, that no re- 
duction in price would be made, the ac- 
tion of the directors of the Growers' and 
Packers' companies at Monday's, meeting 
being taken as an iadicatiou that he was 
not kept posted by his assi>ciates in the 
board of directors of the California Rais- 
in Growers' 
Company. The interview 


given out on .the coast a week ago by 
Vice .President Tarpey, of the later com- 
pany, in which the possibility of a de- 
cline v,-as scouted and 
the' assertion 


made that if any chanjre in prices were 
made it would be an advance, was also 
discussed and cited as an evidence of n 
disposition to mislead buyers. A repre- 
sentative of outside interests ssid re- 
garding the position taken by both Mr. 
Kearney and Mr. Tavpey that it was 
entirely consistent and based on their 
faith in the strength of the situation. 
"My advices by wire are that up to the 
very last yesterday the Kaisin Growers' 
Company was strenuously opposed to 
any reduction of price.*, aud it is evident 
that Kearney and Tarpey both believed 
that that opposition would prevail. That I 
it did not is no reflection upon either of j 
these gentlemen, except in proving that i 
their judgment was mistaken, but it! 
does seem to prove quite conclusively 
that the packing interests is the dom- 
inant one in the combine."
